Sir  Winston  described  Russian  j 
peace  overture*  since  Stalin's 
death  as  a "supreme  event,"  but 
said  the  Western  powers  should  I 
maintain  their  defense  efforts! 
to  the  utmost. 

Sir  Winston  showed  plenty 
of  fire  when  he  dealt  with 
Prime  Minister  Mohammed 
Naguib  of  Egypt,  who  has 
suspended  Anglo  - Egyptian 
talks  on  the  future  of  the 
British  base  in  the  Sue*  Canal 
/-one. 

Sir  Winston  said  that  if  Egypt 
wants  to  renew  discussions  "we 
are  willing,  and  if  they  would 
renew  them  both  with  us  and 
with  the  United  Slates,  that 
would  be  still  better." 

Sir  Winston  said  Britain  was 
prepared  to  leave  only  a small 
force  of  technicians  in  the  /.one.

LONG  a proponent  of  direct  contact  for 
the  solution  of  human  differences, 
Prime  Minsiter  Churchill’s  proposal  for  a 
high-level  meeting  among  leaders  or  the 
world  {lowers  is  fully  characteristic  oi  the 
man  and  his  dynamic  energy.  If  the  sug- 
gestion is  taken  up  and  such  a meeiing 
follows,  it  might  accomplish  much  In? 
present  stalemate  between  the  East  and 
West  has  lasted  long  enough  to  give  rise 
to  both  recrimination  and  fresh  suspicion 
on  the  diplomatic  front.  Direct  contact 
among  leaders,  or  those  with  authority  to 
speak  for  them,  might  shear  through  some 
of  this  misunderstanding  if  there  was  good 
faith  on  both  sides. 

. Sir  Winston's  proposal  is  a challenging 
one,  and  coming  from  the  source  it  does  it 
will  lie  free  from  any  suggestion  of  covert 
or  hidden  meaning.  It  remains  to  be  seen 
w hether  or  not  the  invitation  will  lie  taken 


up  as  sincerely  as  it  undoubtedly  has  been 
trifered.  Much  good  might  follow,  without 
compromising  the  stand  of  any  nation  or 
group  of  nations.  People  who  can  meet 
calmly  to  discuss  their  differences  have 
the  advantage  of  learning  at  first  hand 
what  those  differences  are.  and  often 
acquire  a better  appreciation  of  the  prob- 
lem as  it  may  seem  to  the  other  side. 
That  is  a gain,  even  if  it  were  only  in  a 
clearer  demarcation  of  the  resistance  lines 
and  the  removal  of  vague  suspicions. 

The  process  of  sitting  hack  and  firing 
notes  across  continents  and  oceans  has  not 
relieved  the  world  of  its  stalemate.  If 
direct  contact  follows,  some  of  the  mis- 
understandings and  the  misapprehensions 
might  well  be  cleared  away,  and  the  world 
as  a whole  would  be  the  gainer.  It  is 
worth  a try,  and  Prime  Minister  Churchill 
has  spoken  out  like  the  statesman  he  is. 


Canada’s  Recruiting  Problem 


IN  a joint  communique  issued  at  the  close 
of  their  meeting  in  Washington  last 
week  President  Eisenhower  and  Prime 
Minister  St.  Laurent  reaffirmed  determina- 
tion to  maintain  the  "momentum  of  vigor- 
ous support  for  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization.”  But  whereas  Mr.  Eisen- 
hower was  able  to  do  so  in  the  reasonably 
accurate  knowledge  of  what  the  United 
States  draft  policy  will  produce  in  man- 
power, Mr.  St.  Laurent  surely  mast  have 
had  some  misgivings  about  the  Canadian 
system.  The  slowness  with  which  this 
Dominion  is  building  up  its  armed  services 
under  a policy  of  voluntary  enlistment 
gives  ground  for  uneasiness  rather  than 
confidence  in  Canada’s  ability  to  Iwar  a 
fair  share  of  responsibility  under  the 
treaty  which  Canada  itself  largely  brought 

into  being.  . , 

In  a white  paper  last  month  Defense 
Minister  Brooke  Claxton  presented  a view 
In  which  there  is  wide  concurrence  when 
he  said:  "Wrhen  we  consider  the  defense 
program  of  any  country,  we  must  realize 
that  its  purpose  is  to  produce  armed 
forces.”  In  this  case,  however,  there  is 
a wide  difference  between  theory  and 
accomplishment.  W’hat  the  Dominion  has 
been  able  to  produce  in  manpower  up  to 
the  present  is  scarcely  impressive.  By  The 
last  official  count  there  are  only  104.000 
men  in  the  three  active  forces,  only  a small 
proportion  of  whom  are  combat  effectives 
aince  the  total  includes  the  heavy  require- 
ments in  administrative  duty  and  static 
establishments.  Nor  is  fhnt  total  available 
to  NATO,  including  as  it  does  all  personnel 


engaged  under  Canada’s  commitments  in 
Korea. 

Canada’s  defense  program  aims  at  hav- 
ing 120,000  men  on  active  service  by  April 
1 nPxt— a small  enough  contribution  in 
all  conscience  (less  than  1 per  cent  of 
the  population).  Yet  even  that  may  prove 
difficult  to  attain.  Mr.  Claxton’s  unfailing 
optimism  notwithstanding.  Despite  heavy 
spending  nn  recruiting  campaigns  ami 
other  inducements,  the  rate  of  enlistment 
remains  slow*.  To  meet  the  objective  there 
w'ould  have  to  be  a net  gain  of  16,000 
recruits  in  the  next  11  months,  which 
means  that  actual  enlistments  would  have 
to  number  at  least  .12,000  to  balance  the 
high  rate  of  discharges.  Possibly  that  can 
be  accomplished,  but  a cautious  view 
creates  doubt  when  the  enlistment  record 
of  the  last  few  years  is  taken  into  account. 

Even  the  reserve  folres  are  finding 
much  difficulty  in  filling  their  ranks,  with 
enlistments  virtually  at  a standstill  these 
last  two  years.  The  present  reserve  total, 
all  ranks,  is  substantially  less  than  in  any 
of  the  vpars  from  1927  to  the  start  of  the 
Second'  World  War.  Although  It  stands 
now  at  47.100.  that  is  not  by  any  means 
the  effective  strength,  for  only  14,000 
attended  summer  training  last  year,  and 
weekly  parade  attendance  is  reported  to 
he  disappointing. 

Some  means  of  accelerating  enlistment 
will  have  to  be  found  If  Mr.  Claxton’s  doc- 
trine of  measurements  of  a defense  pro- 
gram by  the  size  of  Its  armed  forces  is 
to  be  given  effect,  and  if  the  prime  minis- 
ter's renewed  promise  of  a full  "share’’ 
of  aid  to  NATO  Is  to  be  kept. 


Compulsory  Insurance 


rVELVE  months  and  more  have  gone 
by  since  the  Social  Credit  Party  cam- 
paigned in  the  last  general  election  In  this 
province  on  the  plank,  among  others,  of 
voluntary  hospital  insurance.  They  were 
told  that  this  was  unworkable  under  the 
present  scheme,  however  ideal  from  a 
theoretical  standpoint.  They  persisted  in 
the  assertion,  obtained  office,  and  found 
that  the  statute  meant  what  it  said  and 
was  compulsory.  The  Soereds  neither 
amended  the  statute  in  this  regard  nor 
abandoned  their  claims  to  "voluntary” 
hospital  Insurance.  Instead  there  was 
some  very  special  pleading  as  to  "voluntary 
compulsion"  and  the  like. 

Now  Premier  Bennett,  who  carried  the 
hospital  insurance  plank  with  something 
of  a pre-election  flourish  one  year  ago. 
concedes  that  the  scheme  Is  "compulsot-y.” 


With  the  statute  unchanged,  it  has  always 
been  so.  Finding  it  impossible  to  sit  on 
two  stools  simultaneously,  Mr.  Bennett 
now  concedes  the  point.  In  the  same 
breath,  however,  he  asks  the  electors  to 
wait  until  May  15,  when  Health  Minister 
Martin  is  to  make  some  special  pronounce- 
ment concerning  uncollected  premium 
arrears.  If  the  government  has  in  mind 
remitting  them,  it  cannot  do  so  under  the 
present  statute;  and  without  a session,  the 
law  cannot  he  altered. 

That  brings  the  issue  one  full  circle  to 
about  where  It  was  a year  ago.  The 
"voluntary”  plank  in  the  Socred  platform 
is  unworkable,  and  all  pretense  that  it  is 
fails  while  the  law  reads  as  It  does.  Also, 
laws  once  written  have  to  be  obeyed  until 
they  are  amended  or  repealed.  They  can- 
not be  applied  by  whim.

On  the  Record 

Right  To  Be 
Left  Alone 

By  DOROTHY  THOMPSON 

THE  London  Dally  Express  com- 
mented last  week: 

"If  any  of  the  returning  pris- 
oners have  cotne  back  to  the 
United  Kingdom  converts  to. 
Communism.  It  should  make  no 
difference  to  tlie  warmth  of 
their  reception.  The  people  at 
home  understand  that  In  en- 
forced captivity  many  Issues  can 
appear  In  distorted  guise.  The 
old  familiar  acenes,  the  British 
way  of  life  . . . may  quickly  re- 
convert them.” 

This,  of  course,  is  the  attitude 
which  any  civilized  society,  confident 
In  Itself,  would  take.  If  men  are  sent 
to  fight  Communists,  and  are  cap- 
tured, they  certainly  will  be  sub- 
jected to  Communist  indoctrination. 
We  have  one  detailed  report  on  how 
Chinese  Communists  go  about  this. 
Father  Mark  Tennlen.  a Maryknoll 
missionary  In  China,  was  Imprisoned 
and  given  the  whole  treatment,  as 
recounted  In  hi*  book.  "No  Secret  Is 
Safe."  published  by  Farrar,  Strauss 
A Young. 

Father  Tennien  was  astoun«led  at 
the  Communists  seeming  faith  that 
such  Indoctrination  would  really  con- 
vert people.  He  managed  to  keep  a 
detailed  diary  and  records  the  con- 
tents of  the  whole  course— including 
songs  the  prisoners  were  taught  to 
sing,  and  which  he  sang  lustily. 

Father  Tennien  is  a highly  edu- 
cated man  who  derived  no  little  grrm 
amusement  from  the  American  ''his- 
tory” he  was  "taught."  He  is  also  a 
man  of  burning  religious  faith.  It  is 
possible  that  a man  with  less  'knowl- 
edge or  Jnlth  might  be  temporarily 
taken  in  by  such  education,  but  It  Is 
difficult  to  believe  that  it  would 
stick,  once  he  was  free.  Most  people 
are  not  politically  taught  by  organ- 
ized Instruction  but  by  experience  of 
life. 

* * ★ 

One  thing  common  to  most  soldiers 
in  all  armies  is  dislike  of  ''brass,'1 
and  hatred  of  being  treated  as  an 
object,  a category,  a cane. 

The  first  reception  In  South  Korea 
of  the  returned  American  prisoners, 
as  1 saw  it  on  television,  was  callous. 

I thought.  They  faced  a barrage  of 
cameras  and  questions  before  they 
could  whiff  free  air.  Most  of  them- 
were  tight-mouthed,  probably  for  ex- 
cellent reason.  They  had  huddles  still 
In  prison  camps,  against  whom  any- 
thing they  said  might  be  used. 

* * A 

Then  came  the  closely  censored 
yet  highly  advertised  flight  home  of 
the  22  “victims  of  Communist  propa- 
ganda" to  the  Valley  Forge  Hospital 
where,  reporters  were  told,  they  were 
to  he  reoriented.  Their  names  were 
not  disclosed,  "lest  they  should  be 
marked  for  life."  In  short,  having 
escaped  from  one  set  of  political 
commissars  they  were  to  fall  under 
the  loving  care  of  another  set. 

This  was  as  closely  guarded  as  an 
arranged  publicity  stunt.  In  24  hours 
the  whole  country  know  about  It,  In- 
cluding the  place  where  all  but  one 
were  hospitalized. 

What  those  responsible  had  left 
out  of  reckoning  was  the  men  them- 
selves. They  are  patient*,  not  pris- 
oners. They  are  not  In  a Communist 
country,  but  home  In  free  America; 
the  press  ha*  displayed  normal  curi- 
osity; and  the  patients  have  refused 
to  pTfcy  the  role  assigned.  Some  de- 
clared themselves  "too  bitter'’  to  be 
Interviewed,  all  felt  "insulted."  but 
moat  of  them  gave  a loud,  rude,  and 
thoroughly  American  Bronx  cheer.

accomplished? 

Leave  men  alone  and  they  will  re 
adjust  themselves  from  what.  In  any 
rase,  has  been  a hideous  experience. 
Home— the  old.  familiar  way  of  life— 
will  cure  those  spiritual  wound* 
which  most  men  suffer  In  war.  If 
anything  will  cure  them. 

The  whole  Incident  has  been  un- 
American  in  the  moat  profound  sense 
of  that  abused  word.

the  state  department.  Is  the  main 
reason  that  announcement  of  his  ap- 
pointment as  ambassador  to  Canada 
Ls  being  delayed. 

Of  course  protocol  also  demand* 
t Hat  the  statp  department  clear  with 
thp  Canadian  government  before  It 
sends  a new  apiha*sador  lo  Ottawa. 
It  hasn't  done  so  yet,  but  there's  not 
a doubt  in  the  world  thatJ>luarL  wilL 
be  persona  grata  with  our  govern- 
ment.

It's  nearly  four  months  since  for- 
mer ambassador  Stanley  Woodward’s 
resignation  was  accepted  by  the  new 
Republican  administration  here.

Two  other  men  have  been  men- 
tioned for  the  ambassadorship.  One 
Is  Hanford  MacNIder,  63.  a retired 
brigadier-general  who  was  minister 
lo  Canada  from  1930  to  1932.  when 
the  U.S.  mission  In  Ottawa  was  a 
legation.  The  other  is  Nova  Scotia- 
born  Alfred  C.  Fuller.  68,  president 
of  the  Fuller  Brush  Co. 

Both  these  men  want  the  job.  hut 
Stuart  had  first  refusal.  What  gave 
him  that  right  was  thp  fart  that  he 
headed  a Republican  finance  commit- 
tee which  raiard  millions  for  the 
GOP  aause. 

After  the  election  the  new  admin- 
istration sought  to  show  its  gratitude 
by  making  Stuart  ambassador  to 
Canada.  He  declined,  not  wanting 
to  leave  the  presidency  of  Quaker 
Oats.  Elsenhower  pressed  him.  Fin- 
ally Stuart  paid  a quiet,  one-day  visit 
to  Ottawa,  talked  with  Minister  Don 
C.  Bliss  at  the  embassy,  inspected 
ihe  embassy  offices  and  residence, 
and  came  hack  to  tell  Eisenhower 
he'd  accept. 

Then  his  name  went  Into  the  FBI 
mill,  as  must  the  names  of  all  presi- 
dential appointees  while  the  GOP 
new  broom  is  sweeping  Washington 
clean  of  Democrats.

Despite  its  talk  about  grass- 
roots democracy,  h*-  said,  Social 
Credit  was  the  only  party  which 
had  not  held  a convention  before 
the  election  campaign  began  to 
get  the  feeling  of  its  member*. 
NO  “MIND  MEETING" 

It  hadn’t  arranged  a "meeting 
of  the  minds"  of  its  19  MLAs 
during  the  recent  session,  "not 
even  within  the  cabinet,"  hr 
said. 

"Four  member*  of  that  cabi- 
net have  been  running  every 
thing.  And  they  have  been  inti 
mating  In  Vancouver  they 
realize  that  there  are  five  or  six 
members  of  that  cabinet  who 
are  so  weak  they  w||)  have  to 
be  replaced  ’’ 

He  did  not  specify  which  four 
minister?  were  "running  every- 
thing." But  he  dealt,  one  by  one. 
with  Premier  Bennett.  Finance 
Minister  Einar  Gunderson  and 
Attorney  • General  Robert 
Bonner. 

Mr.  Gunderson,  he  said.  “I? 
not  a finance  minister,  he's  a 
bookkeeper."  The  task  of  a 
finance  minister  was  to  relate 
the  s|»ending  of 


government."  But.  for  12  years  a 
Bennett  hnd  boon  a supporter  of 
that  government  “and  spent 
most  of  hts  energy  trying  in 
become  a cabinet  minister  In 
that  government."  he  said.
